
DIRECTIONS TO DOWNTOWN AKRON 


FROM THE WEST; 

Take 1-76 EAST to the Main Street/ 
Downtown exit (exit 22a). Follow 
exit to Broadway Street (one way). 
Make a left on Broadway (one way, 
north) and proceed to Exchange 
Street. 

FROM THE EAST: 

Take 1-76 WEST to the Main Street/ 
Downtown exit (exit 22a). Follow 
the downtown exit and nnerge onto 
Broadway Street (one way, north). 
Take Broadway Street to Exchange 
Street. 

FROM THE SOUTH; 

Take 1-77 NORTH to Route 8 NORTH 
and exit at the Perkins Street/ 
Downtown exit. Turn left (west) on 
Perkins Street and proceed to High 
Street (one way, south). Make a left 
on High Street. 

FROM THE NORTH; 

(Using 1-77 SOUTH): 

Take 1-77 SOUTH to 1-76 EAST and 
exit the Main Street/Downtown exit 
(exit 22a). Follow exit to Broadway 
Street (one way. North). Make a left 
on Broadway and proceed (North) 
to Exchange Street. 

FROM THE NORTH 

(Using Route 8 SOUTH): 

Take Route 8 SOUTH and exit at the 
Perkins Street/Downtown exit. Turn 
right (west) on Perkins Street (MLK 
Blvd.). Proceed to High Street (one 
way, south). Turn left on High Street.
